The Milan Volunteer Fire Department is pleased to submit 
the following report: 


Due to the efforts of your V. F. D. and the cooperation of the 
citizens of Milan, fire loss was at a very low figure. Jacob Masters, 
Fire Warden, issued many fire permits; and citizens notified the 
department. Therefore, we were prepared to help and protect 
property during the grass burning season. 


This is the first year we have been able to cover fires outside 
of Milan and we now answer fire calls for our neighboring town 
of Dummer. We had one such call this year. 


Any citizen interested in fire prevention and who wants to 
become a member of the V. F. D. is urged to attend the meetings. 
Regular meetings are held the last Monday of each month. This 
year four more members attended the fire school of Fitzwilliam, 
New Hampshire.

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Report of Superintendent 


FOREWORD 


To the School Board and Citizens of the Milan School District: 


The many phases of education have been critically analyzed 
during the past few years, and will continue to be carefully ex- 
amined in the years ahead because of its ever-expanding and im- 
portant role in the world today. The following quotation, taken 
from the editorial page of the Christian Science Monitor sum- 
marizes the role of education as seen by the President’s Commis- 
sion on National Goals. “The development of the individual and 
the nation demand that education at every level and in every dis- 
cipline be strengthened and its effectiveness enhanced. New teach- 
ing techniques must continue to be developed. The increase in 
population and the growing complexity of the world add urgency. 
Greater resources—private, corporate, municipal, state and fed- 
eral—must be mobilized. A higher proportion of the gross national 
product must be devoted to educational purposes. This is at once 
an investment in the individual, in the democratic process, in the 
growth of the economy, and in the stature of the United States.” 


With this thought in mind, I feel that the following summary 
of a report made to the President’s Commission on National Goals 
by the president of the Carnegie Corporation and Carnegie Foun- 
dation for the Advancement of Teaching, Dr. John Gardner, is 
quite significant. Dr. Gardner has listed some considerations that 
he feels of paramount importance regarding the areas of school 
population and programs of study. Relative to the student, Dr. 
Gardner believes, 


—attempts to identify children of unusual potentials should begin 
when schooling begins. 

—thoughtful attention should be given to the needs of the group 
with limited academic talents. 

—we should not, in dealing with children, develop an elite group, 
while others are classified at a lower level. 

—in high school every academically talented student should take 
four years of English, four years of math, four years of one 
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foreign language, at least three years of science and three years 
of scocial studies. 


With, reference to curriculum, Dr; Gpsdng pointed out in his 
report that; 

—reading is the most important part of the curriculum. 

—mathematics is second only to reading in importance in the ele- 
mentary school, and as in soe remedial work should be 
prompt and generous. 

—in high school everyone should take at least one year of mathe- 
matics and those going on to college, four years. 

—all high school natural science courses should be revised in the 
light of current changes and developments. 

—a course in biology or physical science should be required of all 
students in high school. 

—full-year elective courses in biology, chemistry and physics 
should be offered in all high schools, and students going on to 
college should study the sciences for at least three years. 

—foreign languages should start no later than Grade 7 and every 
four-year college should require for entrance, four years of 
high school study of a single foreign language. 


While the report did not cover the role of the school develop- 
ment of one’s character, one’s physical well-being, one’s vocational 
education, or the role of music and art, all are very important 
elements of any educational system. Dr. Gardner’s views were 
whole-heartedly supported by leading educators throughout the 
country, including the president of the American Council on educ- 
ation, Arthur S. Adams, former president of the University of New 
Hampshire. Similar recommendations have been made by Dr. 
James Conant, former president of Harvard University, in his two 
reports on The American High School and The American Junior 
High School. 


If some of the recommendations that have been listed in the 
previous paragraphs are to be accomplished, School Board and 
School Districts in rural areas have a difficult and expensive task. 
Young people growing up in areas similar to Milan must prepare 
themselves better to take their rightful place in the society of the 
future. All of us agree that the progress made in our technological 
environment during the past decade makes it necessary for one to 
get all the education possible. 


One strong suggestion that I offer for your serious consider- 
ation is the possibility of sending pupils in grades 7 and 8 to ju- 
nior high school in Berlin. If this were done, I am sure that the 
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Milan students would benefit greatly. Our students would have 
greater opportunity for course selection, and would benefit from 
more competition. Each one would benefit from the guidance ser- 
vices available at Berlin, enabling officials of that school to place 
each student in the scholastic group for which he is best fitted. 
The academically talented student would be placed in groups that 
would be more challenging scholastically, while those who are vo- 
cationally talented could choose courses in this area. The teachers 
and administration would know the students sooner, which would 
be very advantageous as they progress through high school. Each 
would have the opportunity of participating earlier in many of 
the school activities, at a time when the competition would be 
more equitable... I will be one of the first to say that this change 
should not take place without much thought and deliberation. 
However, if we wish to offer our children the best educational 
opportunities, these changes ought to take place as soon as possible. 


BUDGET 


The proposed budget for 1961-62 is $48,444.55 as compared to 
$46,304.30 for last year.. The items responsible for the increase in- 
clude raises for teachers’ salaries, a slight increase for tuition, and 
an increase in the cost of transportation. 


While Milan has been quite generous in giving raises annually 
to our teachers, we have not reduced the tremendous difference in 
what other teachers are getting in the area and throughout the 
state. The average salary in the state is $700 more than what our 
teachers receive in Milan, and the difference is more than $1200 in 
what the average teachers receives in Berlin. With this difference, 
we can understand why some of our local teachers have applied 
for and accepted positions in that system. 


Also included under teachers salaries is an amount for home 
tutoring of a local child whose physical condition will not permit 
him to attend school. The added cost for tuition is explained under 
the section covering this subject. 


The contract for bus transportation has come up for renewal, 
and after bids were received, the sum of $9,500.00 per year was 
accepted by the School Board. This appears to be a substantial in- 
crease, but everyone will agree that the costs of gas, oil, repairs, 
and labor have gone up, and the transporter has to charge accord- 
ingly. However, in arriving at an agreement on the contrct for 
next year, one condition has been added that all costs of transport-

ing high school pupils is now covered. by the above amount. This 
will mean that parents of students going to high school in Berlin 
will not have to pay anything extra as they have had to do in 
the past. The only extra charge that can be made in the future 
is for children that might attend the elementary grades in one of 
the parochial schools. 


This actually amounts to a saving for the parents, and also gives 
the transporter a definite amount each year on which he can plan 
his operation. This additional condition in the contract seems to 
be in the best interests of the District as well as the transporter. 


One favorable fact that we can look forward to is a slight in- 
crease in state aid this year, especially if the proposed funds are 
approved by the General Court. Governor Powell has also sug- 
gested an additional sum of $1,000,000 be distributed among the 
Districts this year to help reduce property taxes. I believe it is 
safe to assume that this will be approved by our legislative body. 


WARRANT 


There are several special articles in the warrant this year, all 
concerned with the subject of social security. In order for any 
District employeees, other than teachers, to be covered by social 
security, a favorable vote has to be given by the District at its an- 
nual meeting. I feel that these special articles should receive ap- 
proval of the District so that those not covered by the benefits of 
social securiy can receive them. 


TEACHERS 


The District was fortunate that we did not have to replace 
any of our teaching staff this year. All four of our teachers, Mr. 
Bickford, Mrs. Nichols, Mrs. Johnson and Mrs. Flint returned this 
fall to their respective classrooms. Such continuity of personnel 
makes for a much better learning situation as far as the students 
are concerned. It is quite evident when one visits the two schools 
to note the changed atmosphere in both buildings. 


This past summer, Mr. Bickford took graduate work at Ply- 
mouth Teachers’ College, looking forward to getting his M. Ed. 
degree. 


ENROLLMENT AND ATTENDANCE 


The average daily membership in grades 1-8 again showed a 
slight decline, dropping from 102.7 for the school year 1958-59 to 
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98.3 for the year 1959-60. It appears that our enrollment will sta- 
bilize itself at about this level in the future years, unless some un- 
foreseen event takes place. 


The percentage of attendance for the above two school years 
was just the same, 95.3, a very good record for elementary grades. 
Our biggest improvement came in the number of tardy pupils in 
school this past vear. In 1958-59 we had 45 tardy pupils; for 1959-60 
there were only 15. The pupils, teachers and parents can be justly 
proud of this improvement and should be commended highly for 
this achievement. 


BUILDINGS AND EQUIPMENT 


The normal maintenance program was carried out in the two 
schools this past summer, except in the Village School, where new 
front steps were installed and the building was given a new coat 
of paint. Both buildings are in fairly good condition, except that 
the West Milan School should be given.a coat of paint in the 
near future. 


The equipment and materials inside both schools seem to be 
in good condition. A few desks will probably be replaced in each 
room during the next few years. Some new reference materials 
will probably be purchased for both buildings during the coming 
year. 


The outside playground equipment should be improved, es- 
pecially for the children in the Village School. Additional swings, 
teeter boards and possibly a jungle gym should be added to give 
the pupils more to do on the playground during recess and noon 
hour. 


TUITION 


_Last year we had 28 students attending Berlin High School on 
a tuition basis and again this year we have the same number going 
to that school. The District also has one student attending school 
in the area vocational agriculture school at Colebrook. 


The tuition rates went up $11 per student last year and does 
not seriously affect our budget this year. However, the cost of 
high school education is increasing annually in the state, and we 
can expect an increase in the rates again next year, as Berlin’s per 
pupil cost is well above the state average.
